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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 42 and 45 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species as set 
forth below: 

Claim 42 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising the 
following conditions/diseases: cancer, parasitic infection, and viral infection which differ at least 
in etiology, pathology, and mechanisms. As such each species would not be interchanged with 
the other and each would require different searches and the consideration of different 
patentability issues. 

Claim 45 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising the 
following antigens: gplOO, MART-l/Melan A, gp75, tyorinase, MAGE, BAGE, GAGE, RAGE, 
etc. 

The products of the above species represent separate and distinct molecules with different 
structures and functions such that one species could not be interchanged with the other. As such, 
each species would require different searches and the consideration of different patentability 
issues. 

A telephone call was made to Tom Cawley on December 1, 2005 to request an oral 
election to the above species requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
